The state budget crunch is squeezing 
Palm Beach Community College, and it is 
virtually crushing the College’s ability to 
meet the increase in student enrollment. 

The current community college funding 
crisis is the result of a severe drop in state 
tax revenue collections which support edu¬ 
cating well as several years of un- 
derfc^mg of student enrollment. This year 


alone, the state’s community college sys¬ 
tem has operated with $45 million less than 
the prior year, yet there was an eight per¬ 
cent increase in student enrollment. 

According to Palm Beach Community 
College President Edward M. Eissey, 
"Communicating the need for adequate 
funding to our legislators is imperative. Ad¬ 
ditional budget cuts will translate into cata¬ 


strophic reductions in our educational pro¬ 
grams, victimizing PBCC students as well 
as businesses and industries who rely on 
the College for training." 

What makes the situation so critical is that 
this is the third year in a row that state 
appropriations for community colleges are 
on the chopping block. Tentative budget 
proposals from the House and the Senate 
represent significant reductions in College 
funding. 

The governor's "investment budget" rep¬ 
resents the best fiscal solution for commu¬ 
nity colleges, but it is based on tax 
increases. In contrast, the proposed House 
and Senate appropriations are based on no 
new taxes and represent approximately six 
percent less in funding than last year. 

In terms of the impact of the budget cuts 
on the PBCC program fund, the 1990-1991 
original budget was reduced by 4.75 per¬ 
cent, leaving a budget of $23,030,896. The 
1991 -1992 original budget was reduced by 
3.39 percent, leaving $23,844,026. 

In comparing the three 1992-1993 budget 
proposals, the governor's budget would cut 
PBCC’s program fund by .72 percent, leav¬ 
ing $23,672,877; the Senate budget would 
cut 5.82 percent, resulting 
$22,456,462; and the

Tributes came to Duncan from across the 
nation and were read by the Gala’s master 
of ceremonies and WPEC Channel 12 An¬ 
chorman Steve Wolford.

6.12 percent, providing the College with 
only $22,385,098. The House and Senate 
budgets are both reductions of about $2.3 
million from the 1992-1993 PBCC original 
budget. 

PBCC, like the other 27 community col¬ 
leges in Florida, has already been forced to 
take drastic measures to reduce costs 
while attempting to maintain quality ser¬ 
vices. No personnel salary increases or 
increments were given during the 1991- 
1992 year. 

In addition, most faculty positions that 
became vacant by resignations and retire¬ 
ments were not filled. Class sizes have 
been increased, and only self-supporting 
programs have been added. Equipment, 
supplies, travel and other, operating ex¬ 
penses have been reduced to a bare-bones 
level, and there is little left to cut without 
cutting programs and reducing faculty and 
staff. 

Additional reductions in state appropria¬ 
tions may also necessitate the end of the 
"open door" enrollment policy at community 
colleges and herald an era of caps on en¬ 
rollment. Many prospective students seek¬ 
ing to enroll may find it more difficult to enter 
a community college.

A heartfelt concern for young people mo¬ 
tivated PBCC Glades Campus Associate 
Professor of Social Science Roger Rolison 
to seek dual careers in teaching and 
preaching. A fine line exists between 
counseling young men and women in di¬ 
vine matters and encouraging students to 
excel in academic pursuits.

He served as a 
pastoral minister in Tennessee and was 
the United Methodist Church Tallahassee 
District Pastor. 

Throughout his career, Rolison has vol¬ 
unteered to work with young people. He 
I donated his time at the Georgia Sheriff’s 
Boys Ranch, and later, he counseled for¬ 
mer inmates from Raiford, Florida's maxi¬ 
mum security prison. 



In addition to of¬ 
fering solace to 
troubled souls, 

Rolison found him¬ 
self teaching social 
studies and reli¬ 
gion courses at 
FSU and Lake City 
Junior College. At 
one period, he was 
teaching high 
school social stud¬ 
ies and serving as 
a local Methodist 
church pastor. 

Presently, Rolison 
is likely to be found 
in the pulpit most 
Sundays as he en¬ 
joys assisting local churches with pastoral 
duties. Indeed, teaching and preaching 
have been away of life for Roger Rolison. 

His doctoral dissertation reflects his de¬ 
votion to the interests of young people as 


well. The paper ti¬ 
tled, An Explor¬ 
atory Study on 
Developing Cre¬ 
ativity (Alternate 
Uses) in Student’s 
Abilities to Gener¬ 
ate Alternatives in 
Moral Decision- 
Making Situations 
reflects his dedi¬ 
cation to both ca¬ 
reers. 

Rolison joined 
the staff at Palm 
Beach Community 
College in 1982. 
He taught for five 
years at the 
Glades Campus and three years at Cen¬ 
tral; he now teaches at the Glades Cam¬ 
pus and in summer at Central. 

"I believe Palm Beach Community Col¬ 
lege happens to be the finest community 


college in the country. I can’t imagine 
being any happier than teaching at 
PBCC.” 

In addition to teaching, Rolison is the 
PBCC Glades Teacher of the Year, the Phi 
Theta Kappa advisor for PBCC Glades 
Campus and serves on the National Social 
Science Association (NSSA) Board of 
Governors. He also submits at least one 
academic paper per year to the Journal of 
the National Social Science Association 
(NSSA). 

Recently. Rolison developed a slide pre¬ 
sentation on the Everglades which ex¬ 
plores the impact of development versus 
environmental preservation. He wrote the 
material and photographed the Ever¬ 
glades for the presentation. The written 
portion, along with selected slides (there 
was a total of 240), was chosen to appear 
in a future issue of the NSSA publication. 

His wife Joy is a data equipment opera¬ 
tor/clerk II at the PBCC Glades Campus. 
They have a daughter, Catherine Hazel 
and a son, William Matthew. 

When you ask Rolison about his future, 
he says he plans to continue teaching and 
preaching without ever fully retiring. He 
has nearly erased the fine line between 
the two careers. Through his instructional 
and church-related activities, he has 
helped many young people achieve a level 
of educational and spiritual balance.

The Board of Trustees of Palm Beach 
Community College has awarded the first 
PBCC Endowed Faculty Chair to Glades 
Campus Senior Instructor of Mathematics 
Janette Campbell. She was given a one- 
year stipend totaling $5,810, with 40 per¬ 
cent to be used for program activities. 
Campbell was selected for her outstanding 
professional achievements and service to 
the College. 

An anonymous donor provided the 
$45,000 to fund this first Endowed Teach¬ 
ing Chair for the PBCC Glades Campus. 


The purpose of the Endowed Faculty 
Chair program is to reward outstanding 
teaching, to provide support for a creative 
activity by a full-time teaching faculty mem¬ 
ber which will directly benefit the College 
and to enhance the academic program and 
its students. 

The criteria includes service to teaching, 
the professional discipline and the commu¬ 
nity as well as evaluations by supervisors 
and students. Nominations are reviewed 
by a committee of peers, and one candidate 
is recommended for selection for each En¬ 
dowed Faculty Chair. 


The Endowed Faculty Chair is funded 
through a $45,000 contribution from a pri¬ 
vate donor. A state matching grant brings 
the endowment to $75,000, from which 
the annual interest is used for the award. 
Donors may select the professional disci¬ 


pline for which the Endowed Faculty Chair 
will be awarded.

Clarence Anthony 

Rebel With A Cause 


Palm Beach Community College alumnus 
Clarence Anthony’s life reads like a Who's 
Who in business and local politics. In his 
teens and early twenties, Anthony was 
branded a rebel and a maverick for his 
zealous devotion to minority causes. He 
often took a stand on issues that did not 
always play kindly with the mainstream. 
Yet, while he risked being labeled a political 
activist, Anthony never shied away from the 
name calling that has led him to the fore¬ 
front of Palm Beach County's political 
arena. His colleagues are unanimous in 
their praise of his steadfast loyalty to those 
whom Anthony has sworn to serve. 

Like many other successful people, he 
views life in terms of not how empty the 
glass is, but rather how full. And Anthony’s 
life has been full of ups and downs, al¬ 
though he has consistently overcome ob¬ 
stacles that have left him a stronger man 
and even stronger leader. 

For the past eight years, Anthony has 
served as mayor of South Bay. Yet, his 
interest in political and social issues began 
in his days as a student at Palm Beach 
Community College. 

A resident of Palm Beach County since 
birth, Anthony earned his associate in arts 
degree from Palm Beach Community Col¬ 
lege in 1979. A social science major at the 
College, Anthony went on to complete his 
bachelor of arts degree in social science 
and master of public administration from 
Florida Atlantic University (FAU). It was 
m p those early years of the 1970s that 
ATOny attended PBCC classes at the Ar¬ 
mory Building in Belle Glade. At that time, 
PBCC Glades was only one building with a 
I offering of courses each semester, 
"it was PBCC's commitment to offer 
affordable learning to all qualified students 
that resulted in the residents of western 
Palm Beach County being able to attend 
College courses without commuting to 
Lake Worth each day. 

From the beginning, Anthony’s political 
zest was evident. He served as president 
of Palm Beach Community College's 
Glades chapter of the Student Government 
Association as well as being active in the 
Black Student Union. He would continue 
his student-oriented political activities at 
Florida Atlantic University where he at¬ 
tended classes on a Phi Theta Kappa 
scholarship. Anthony also served as 
speaker of the senate in FAU’s Student 
Government Association. 

A born leader, Anthony has received the 
South Florida Business Journal 1990 Up & 


Comers Award, Florida Jaycees 1989-90 
Mayor of the Year Award for the State 
of Florida. Ebony Magazine's Future 
Leader Award, 
the McKnight 
Foundation 
Black Doctoral 
Fellowship, 
the Florida At¬ 
lantic Univer¬ 
sity Alumnus 
Award, the 
Palm Beach 
Community 
College Distin¬ 
guished Alum¬ 
nus Award and 
a host of other 
sparkling trib¬ 
utes and ac¬ 
colades. 

Anthony 
says, "I enjoy 
public service 
and giving 
back to the community where I grew up. I 
welcome new challenges, and I continually 
search for ways to make South Bay a better 
place to live.” 

Presently, Anthony is the president of the 
Suncoast Chamber of Commerce, a mem¬ 
ber of the Economic Council of Palm Beach 
County, a member of the Florida League of 
Cities Human Development Steering Com¬ 
mittee, Florida Atlantic University Institute 
of Government Board of Directors, memfl^ 
of the Board of Directors for the Palm 


Beach County Minority Cultural Consortium 
as well as past president of the FAU Black 
Alumni Association. 

Anthony is 
president of 
C.E. Anthony 
& Associates, 
Inc., a manage¬ 
ment consultant 
and human re¬ 
sources training 
firm that also 
provides urban 
and regional 
planning for the 
public and pri¬ 
vate sector. He 
has been direc¬ 
tor of the Palm 
Beach County 
Department of 
Equal Opportu¬ 
nity and was re¬ 
gional planner 
for the Treasure 
Coast Regional Planning Council. 

According to PBCC Trustee John C. 
Sansbury, who, as county administrator, 
directed Anthony’s work in the Office of 
Equal Opportunity, "Clarence Anthony was 
an inspiration to work with while I was 
county administrator. As the director of 
equal opportunity for the county, Clarence 
earned the respect of his colleagues and 
brought the department to the high level of 
professionalism and fairness that it holds 
today." As the man directly responsible for 


the creation and implementation of Palm 
Beach County’s Equal Opportunity Office, 
Anthony has continued to uphold the 
principles of honesty and equality that have 
fueled his desire to maintain a system that 
serves the people. 

Anthony's desire to serve the community 
has also propelled his interest in working 
as an adjunct social science instructor at 
Palm Beach Community College, Florida 
Atlantic University, Nova University and 
Florida Memorial College. "I feel it’s 
important to have instructors who provide 
practical application to political and social 
systems of Palm Beach County...and then 
to go on and share their views with the 
students." 

Palm Beach Community College’s Fast 
Break program has also benefitted from 
Anthony's considerable business and aca¬ 
demic experience. The Fast Break pro¬ 
gram was designed to afford minority 
students a head start in gaining study skills 
that would be integral in helping them suc¬ 
cessfully complete their college educa¬ 
tions. The program slowly mainstreams 
students into the more formal and demand¬ 
ing academic regiment of college curricu- 
lums. According to Anthony, "I may not 
have been able to get the personalized 
attention I received at PBCC at a larger 
university. PBCC gave me the opportunity 
to realize my educational potential, and I 
want to share that with the students in the 
Fast Break program." 

Anthony's involvement with Pa4k ;ach 
Community College has spanned mi dec¬ 
ades and left him with a positive attitude 
toward the institution that gave him his 
political start. "PBCC has growr^jmati- 
cally over the years. When anyonl^Pts at 
the origins of the Glades Center to the 
present campus, it illustrates how the com¬ 
munity college is truly addressing the 
needs of the student population in Palm 
Beach County." 

Clarence Anthony has devoted his life to 
ensuring equality for minorities in all as¬ 
pects of society. But he is not driven solely 
by the desire to help only a specific cross 
section of a community. 

Anthony's responsibility to service and 
education flows to everyone. He not only 
has certain causes to defend, he defends 
the common good for everyone. As the 
mayor of South Bay, he is committed to 
sharing...to helping...to giving to those who 
so lovingly gave to him.

Mary Orsenigo 

The Belle Of The Glades 

Campus Provost Emeritus Mary Orsenigo revolved around the belief that the students 


said, ...it's been my privilege to live in Belle 
Glade." And the citizens of Belle Glade 
have always considered it a privilege to 
have Orsenigo as their neighbor, supporter 
and friend. 

A resident of that extravagantly fertile ag¬ 
ricultural community since 1957, Orsenigo 
remembers the days when cows grazed on 
many a front lawn and PBCC was still dec¬ 
ades away from opening its permanent 
Glades Campus. 

Shortly after she set down roots, 
Orsenigo became involved with the town’s 
library, serving on its board and working 
tirelessly to raise funds for a new facility. It 
provided her with the needed opportunity 
to meet even more of the town’s people and 
become closely entwined with the 
community’s concerns and goals. 

Over the years, Orsenigo was considered 
to be a jack of all trades at the Glades 
Campus. She served as the first campus 
registrar, coordinated marketing efforts on 
behalf of the fledgling campus and then 
took over the reigns as director in 1986. 

Orsenigo’s association with the College 
began in 1971 when she served on a steer¬ 
ing committee that researched the viability 
of opening a PBCC campus to serve resi¬ 
dents of western Palm Beach County. 

Educated at the University of Maine and 
Cornell University, Orsenigo earned a 
bachelor of science degree in home eco¬ 
nomics and a master of science in institu¬ 
tional food service. Always a strong propo¬ 
nent of higher education, Orsenigtij 
philosophy as director at PBCC Glad™ 


were the top priority...they came first. 

Shortly after her retirement from the Col¬ 
lege in 1989, Orsenigo was honored as 
Citizen of the Year by the Belle Glade 
Chamber of Commerce. The award, pre¬ 
sented by her close friend and former Citi¬ 
zen of the Year Dolly Hand, was given to 
her in recognition of a lifetime of service to 
the community and in appreciation of her

dedication to the Glades area educational 
system. The honor is particularly significant 
. as it represents the most prestigious award 
given by the citizens of Belie Glade. 


Orsenigo’s involvement in the Belle 
Glade community is legendary. Besides 
serving on the library board for 16 years, 
she was a member of the Belle Glade 
Bicentennial Committee, the Belle Glade 
Community Development Board and the 
West Technical Education Center Advisory 
Committee. Additionally, she served as di¬ 
rector of the Belle Glade Chamber of Com¬ 
merce and worked on the town's 50th 
Anniversary Committee as well as the 
Black Gold Jubilee Committee. She has 
lovingly given a lifetime of service to the 
residents of this unique, western commu¬ 
nity. 

A mother of two sons, Orsenigo and her 
husband Joseph, now retired from his po¬ 
sition as vice president of research for the 
Florida Sugar Cane League, continue to 
maintain their idyllic residency in Belle 
Glade. When they first descended upon 
Belle Glade, they might have viewed it as 
a possible stop along the way. But now, 
decades later, Belle Glade is home. 

Upon her retirement from Palm Beach 
Community College in 1989, Orsenigo was 
adamant in saying that she would never 
just sit home. She and Joseph now have a 
consulting business, SCI-AGRA, and she 
works part time as a customer service rep¬ 
resentative for the Bank of Belle Glade. 

She is, and always will be, a doer, and 
whether she is working full time or part 
time...volunteering or serving on various 
community improvement committees, 
Orsenigo has no intention of letting any 
moss grow under her feet. And th^ nple 
of Belle Glade think that’s just fin^*?
